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Local landmark 
building set to 
become a Tesco

TESCO, the super¬ 
market giant, is 
planning a major 
investment in Barry 
by converting the 
former Royal Hotel 
into a new store. 

The hotel, which was 
built by John Jewel 
Williams in the early 
1900s, has been a land¬ 
mark building in 
Cadoxton for more than a 
century. 

A Tesco spokeswoman 
told The GEM: “I can 
confirm that Tesco would 
like to convert the former 
Royal Hotel into an 
Express convenience 
store. 

“This requires substan- 
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tial investment and regen¬ 
eration to bring the build¬ 
ing back into use, as well 
as improve the car park. 

“There are no plans for 
flats above the store.”

that much of the building 
will be preserved. 
Although a grand struc¬ 
ture in its heyday, in 
recent years it has become 
dilapidated and the win¬ 
dows have been boarded 
up. 

A certificate has been 
issued to allow Tesco to 
go ahead with a conver¬ 
sion, which changes the 
building’s use from ‘pub¬ 
lic house’ to ‘retail’. The 


supermarket chain will 
still require planning for 
the frontage and signs. 

Local traders are divid¬ 
ed over the benefits of 
Tesco’s arrival. 

Grocery store owners 
have natural misgivings, 
but some of the owners of 
specialist shops believe it 
could give Cadoxton a 
welcome boost. 

For Arjanji and Maya 
Odedra, the couple who

own ‘best-one Ajay 
Stores’ right next to the 
Royal, it is an unsettling 
development. 

Mr Odedra told The 
GEM: “We’re worried it 
could finish us. 

“When a big name like 
this comes into an area, 
the danger is that they 
undercut existing busi¬ 
nesses which shut, allow¬ 
ing them to up their prices 
again. 

“I think supermarket 
chains target areas with 
shops to see where they 
can grab business.” 

Mrs Odedra, a mother 
of two, added: “We’re not 
at all happy. We took on 
the business four years 
ago. 

“If it opens we are wor¬ 
ried about how we’ll pay 
the mortgage.”

BARRY Police 
Station is to stay 
open after South 
Wales Police 
launched a new 
‘accessibility strate¬ 
gy’ which is expect¬ 
ed to lead to the clo¬ 
sure of a number of 
stations. 

One station that will 
definitely close is 
Cowbridge, where 
Neighbourhood Policing 
Team officers will be 
based at Llantwit Major. 

In a statement, South 
Wales Police said that 
both Barry and 
Bridgend stations would 
have their front office 
capability enhanced, 
with either a 16-hour or 
24-hour service. 

The review says that 
telephone contact is the 
most popular with the 
public, and as a result a 
new Public Service 
Centre (PCS), will 
launch this Spring.

1 REFER to the letter in The GEM on 
February 9 regarding walkers ignor¬ 
ing a stile and instead using a gate 
into a field, which contained sheep, that 
they failed to close. 

I totally concur with the writer that this self¬ 
ish and thoughtless act could have had dire con¬ 
sequences and caused serious problems for both 
the animals and their owners. 

However, I would like to speak up on behalf 
of members of Ramblers (which was the 
Ramblers’ Association) and reassure the writer 
that its members are fully aware of the Country 
Code which is a set of rules for users of the 
countryside, in fact a sort of Highway Code for 
walkers. 

On Ramblers’ walks it is the responsibility of 
the leader to ensure that members of the group 
abide by the Country Code, and with larger 
groups, a back-marker is appointed to make 
sure that all gates are left as they were found - 
open if they were open and closed if they were 
not. 

It is true that if a stile is provided it should be 
used. But sometimes, especially with larger 
groups, if it is safe to do so, and if a gate can be 
opened, it is an easier and faster method of 
gaining access and does save time.lt is impor¬ 
tant to remember to close the gate, an act which 
is second nature to most walkers. 

I can see why the writer was incensed enough 
to contact the local press, but it would have 
been nice to know where this incident took 
place. 

The GEM has a large readership and if the 
location had been mentioned it may have jogged 
the memory of the culprit(s) or even embar¬ 
rassed them into realising why it is important to

It s time to end 
the 'Big Six 
Energy Fix’ 


A S Wales is a country which gener¬ 
ates and exports more energy than 
it uses, it is a national disgrace 
that so many people, especially older peo¬ 
ple, find themselves having to worry 
about whether or not to turn on the heat¬ 
ing. 

Heating and energy are basic needs and 
no-one should find themselves having to 
choose between heating and eating, as some 
people have done this winter. Not having 
properly heated homes affects people's 
health. 

During the first half of 2011, the big six 
energy companies made a profit of £3.5bn 
from consumers in the UK, while at least a 
quarter of homes in Wales suffer from fuel 
poverty - where the amount spent on fuel is 
lOper cent of the household income.

Man’ for his pal Ian 


A man from Barry can claim to be a gen¬ 
uine ‘Marathon Man’, committing him¬ 
self to running 26.2 miles every week this 
year to raise money for a brain tumour 
charity.

Island councillor 
Steffan Wiliam said that 
since the Adizone had 
been constructed it made 
sense to promote it. 

However, he claimed: 
“In a meeting with 
traders and local coun¬ 
cillors last February, the 
Conservatives told 
everyone present that 
the Adizone was free 
and threatened that if 
they did not commit 
there and then to having 
it there, they would ‘take 
it somewhere else’.” 

Coun Wiliam, who 
pointed out that he was 
present at all the meet¬ 
ings with the traders, 
insisted: “It was on the 
basis of this misinforma¬ 
tion that an indicative 
poll was taken among 
the traders present, who 
were given no real 
choice other than to 
accept it. 

“The traders quickly 
reversed this decision at 
their next meeting, when 
the real costs and impli¬ 
cations of the scheme 
were then made clear.” 

Coun Wiliam went 
on: “However, the pro¬ 
posals had already been 
rushed to the planning 
committee for consider¬ 
ation by then and were 
subsequently approved, 
despite major concerns 


expressed by the police, 
residents, traders and 
local Plaid Cymru coun¬ 
cillors. 

“The Adizone has 
actually cost nearly 
£250,000 - this is 
money taken from the 
£9m regeneration 
money that Plaid 
worked so hard to deliv¬ 
er for the people of 
Barry in 2010. 

“Though I welcome 
the fact that this previ¬ 
ously derelict site has 
now been cleaned up 
and put to use, I question 


whether this was the best 
use that could have been 
made of the regeneration 
money and whether it 
could have been located 
in a better site on the 
Island.” 

He said many local 
people had favoured the 
idea of investing in the 
‘tidal paddling pool’ 
scheme. 

The GEM will be run¬ 
ning a full response from 
the Vale Council to 
Coun Wiliam’s remarks 
next week.

He said: “The draft 
plan provides the focus 
for sustainable growth 
and regeneration of all 
our communities while 
protecting the environ¬ 
ment for future genera¬ 
tions. 

“Once adopted, the 
plan will ensure that key 
decisions relating to the 
future use of land, and 
proposals for develop¬ 
ment, are made consis¬ 
tently, based on policies 
that are up to date and fit 
for purpose. 

“I would like to thank 
all those who have 
engaged in the process 
to date and look forward 
to receiving people’s 
views on what is an 
important strategic doc¬ 
ument.” 

But one veteran of 
local campaigns on 
planning issues argued 
that the consultation 
might be viewed as a 
“charade” because the 
system was just not 


accountable enough. 

Dennis Harkus, who 
helped to organise oppo¬ 
sition to a development 
of flats at Cemetery 
Approach, told The 
GEM: “Planners appear 
unaccountable to the 
democratic process for 
the actions and recom¬ 
mendations they make. 

“The planning and 
decision-making process 
seems remote, unrecep- 
tive to challenge, and the 
decision takers involved 
appear aloof and dismis¬ 
sive to concerns that do 
not complement the 
desired outcome. 

“My experience has 
been gained from the 
Cemetery Approach and 
White Farm proposals. 

“Decision makers 
appeared to treat the 
development plan in 
those instances as a ‘pic 
’n’ mix’ document.” 

To illustrate his point, 
Mr Harkus described the 
changing perceptions of 
White Farm over the 
decades - from sacred 
green space on one side 
of the spectrum to a suit¬ 
able space for more 
houses on the other side 
of the spectrum. 

“In the case of White 
Farm, planners started 
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RWE npower s currently developing proposals to install 
technology at Abertha* Power Station that vnould limit emissions 
of the NQ, released as a result of the rombustion process and 
further reduce the environmental impact of the station. 
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off in 1980 describing 
this land as ‘a county 
treasure’, a proposed 
100 acre park and a 
‘green lung’. 

“But an independent 
inspector’s recommen¬ 
dation in 2000 was for 
5.2 hectares of housing - 
but that changed to 6.3 
hectares, and from 130 
dwellings to a recom¬ 
mendation of 177!” 

Mr Harkus said that 
unless the consultation 
itself affected outcomes, 
the community would 
look upon it as pointless. 

During the consulta¬ 
tion period the ‘Deposit 
LDP’, together with sup¬ 
porting documents, can 
be viewed at the coun¬ 
cil’s main offices and 
libraries or on the coun¬ 
cil’s website.

The end of an era for 
aircraft maintenance 
at RAF St Athan base 


TODAY, February 
23, 2012, the last 
Royal Air Force 
aircraft will leave 
the base at MoD St 
Athan after 75 con¬ 
tinuous years of 
aircraft mainte¬ 
nance, modifica¬ 
tion, repair and 
overhaul of mili¬ 
tary aircraft. 

The RAF base at St 
Athan opened in 1937 
and has served as a fly¬ 
ing and ground training 
station as well as an air¬ 
craft maintenance base 
for the last 75 years. 

Just before - and 
during - World War 
Two, many different 
types of aircraft were 
assembled, test flown 
and maintained at St 
Athan, as well as at 
near-by Llandow, which 
in those days was con¬ 
nected to St Athan by a 
taxiway that can still be 
seen to this day when 
flying over the area. 

Since the war, vari¬ 
ous aircraft types have 
been maintained at St 
Athan including the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Auster, Beaver, 
Beverley, Buccaneer, 
several marks of 
Canberra, Dominie, 
Harrier, Hawk, Hunter, 




ABOVE: A VC10 about to land.

VALE residents 
now recycle, com¬ 
post and reuse an 
impressive 54.48 
per cent of their 
waste, according to 
results for October, 
November and 
December 2011 - a 
figure that is up by 
11 per cent com¬ 
pared to the same 
period the previous 
year. 

Coun Geoffrey Cox, 
cabinet member for visi¬ 
ble and building services 
at the Vale Council, 
praised residents for sup¬ 
porting recent changes in 
waste management col¬ 
lections, saying: “I regu¬ 
larly meet residents 
whose passion and 
enthusiasm for recycling 
is apparent. This is espe¬ 
cially so since we moved 
to our co-mingled recy¬ 
cling system in 
September.” 

“Evidently our resi¬ 
dents are responding 


positively to reducing, 
reusing and recycling 
even more. I thank 
everyone involved for 
their efforts and recog¬ 
nise that performance 
improvements have only 
been achieved by their 
hard work and good¬ 
will.” 

A recent survey 
revealed that 80 per cent 
of respondents strongly 
agreed that co-mingling 
makes it easier to recy¬ 
cle, while 62 per cent 
strongly agreed they will 
recycle even more now 
the Vale has a co-min¬ 
gled service. 

The council recently 
announced that Vale res¬ 
idents could recycle 
three new materials in 
their weekly collections. 
Clean foil (uncontami¬ 
nated by food and chem¬ 
icals), cartons (such as 
those used for juice, 
smoothies and pet food) 
and emptied aerosols are 
all being accepted, along 
with paper, glass, cans, 
card and plastic. 

The Welsh 

Government has set all 
local authorities the 
same targets for mini¬ 
mum levels of preparing 
for reuse, recycling and 
composting for munici¬ 
pal waste; failure could 
mean heavy fines may 
be imposed. By 2012/13 
the Vale must achieve 52 
per cent.

PROPOSALS on 
how the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Council’s senior 
management will 
be restructured 
should be finalised 
soon.

Shocks and scares aplenty 
in creepy British horror him 


P RIOR to 
November 
2001, Daniel 
Radcliffe was 
merely a child 
actor who had 
popped up in small 
roles in TV’s David 
Copperfield and 
The Tailor of 
Panama. One rea¬ 
sonably successful 
movie franchise 
later, in the shape 
of Harry Potter , 
and Radcliffe has 
become a bankable 
movie actor having 
also earned his 
spurs on the stage 
in Equus and How 
To Succeed In 
Business Without 
Really Trying. 

The first stage of his 
post-Potter career 
comes in The Woman In 
Black, where Radcliffe 
plays Arthur Kipps, a 
widowed lawyer who is 
tasked with sorting out 
the papers of a deceased 
woman. Travelling to 
the local village, Kipps 
soon discovers there is a 
vengeful ghost who is 
terrorising local chil¬ 
dren, and as he digs 
deeper into her backsto- 


ry uncovers intrigue and 
mystery... 

The first move of 
Daniel Radcliffe having 
put Harry Potter to rest 
was always going to 
draw attention, with 
people eager to see just 
what he was capable of 
outside of Hogwarts and 
spells. The answer, 
based on the evidence 
of The Woman In Black, 
is that Radcliffe has 
much promise, shining 
in what is a spooky and, 
at times, terrifying hor¬ 
ror film that harks back 
to scares and jumps 
rather than blatant blood 
and gore. 

Director James 
Watkins may have only 
made one film, but that 
effort, Eden Lake, was a 
chilling look at ASBO 
youth, and Watkins car¬ 
ries that air of malevo¬ 
lence into this film; the 
subject matter couldn’t 
be further away, but 
tonally the films share 
the same air of suspense 
and danger. 

Watkins’ direction is 
steeped in the classic 
school of horror, deliv¬ 
ering a showcase in 
showing only the merest 
hints and allowing the 
audience’s expectations 
to take over.

is impressive direction 
from Watkins, con¬ 
tributing plenty to the 
overriding feeling of 
spookiness and atmos¬ 
pherics that pervade 
every frame. 

In the lead, Daniel 
Radcliffe is impressive 
as Kipps, and any lack 
of believability in him 
playing father to a 
young boy is superced¬ 
ed by his ability in play¬ 
ing the tortured lawyer 
caught up in a mael¬ 
strom of eerie happen¬ 
ings and spooky inci¬ 
dents. 

It is a performance 
that requires reaction 
rather than action, but 
Radcliffe gives the 
character an edge of 
darkness and realism 
that brings him to life. 

There is a solid sup¬ 
porting cast of British 
talent, Ciaran Hinds and 
Janet McTeer shining 
brightly as a troubled 
husband and wife who 
are trying to process 
their own problems with 
the ghostly woman; the 
former bringing a level 
of gravitas and mystery 
to the character, while 
the latter delivers a 
memorable, if slight 
(thanks to the script) 
turn. Her mental break¬ 
down gives way to 
spooky outbreaks of 
writing that add to the 
ambience. 

Jane Goldman’s 
script does a good job 
of transferring the book 


to the big screen, mak¬ 
ing it more filmic and 
handling the tone well, 
while the altered end¬ 
ing, though not quite 
the dramatic and hard 
hitting one of the origi¬ 
nal story, does at least 
give the film a poignant 
and emotional conclu¬ 
sion. 

As good as the film 
is, there is a feeling of 
it building towards 
something that never 
comes. It ends with a 
whimper rather than the 
bang you would be 
expecting, but it is still 
a superbly-made and 
eerie offering that is a 
step above most horror 
offerings. 

The Woman In Black 
is a scary film for the 
more discerning horror 
fan. 

VERDICT: A nerve 
jangling, jumpy 
scarefest, The Woman In 
Black kickstarts Daniel 
Radcliffe’s post-Potter 
career with oomph. 

A strong central per¬ 
formance from the 
actor, along with skilled 
direction from James 
Watkins, makes the film 
a top quality effort that 
is definitely worth 
catching.

The approach to a passive design was 
crucial to the success of the project, not 
only to reduce the carbon footprint of the 
school, but also to reduce the running 
costs, which is a key driver for the Local 
Authority.

Leadbitter met the environmental 
objectives by, crushing the rock excavated 
from the building’s footprint and reusing it 
in the construction, whilst the majority of 
the materials used in the structural work, 
hard landscaping, roofing and external 
framework were also from recycled local 
sources. 

The building also benefits from solar 
thermal heating and a solar photovoltaic 
power source. An intelligent building 
management system and SMART 
metering also ensures that energy is 
conserved from power lighting and heating 
throughout the school. 

Additionally, rainwater is captured and used 
to supply the WCs in the school with a 
water recycling unit on each floor. 

A green sedum roof on the plant room 
provides for water attenuation. Improved 
insulation values to all the building 
elements resulted in 20% increase to the 
minimum values set out in Approved 
Document L2a of the Building Regulations 
2000. 

Leadbitter completed this project 
incorporating and managing all these 


forms of technology in the construction, 
resulting in Archbishop McGrath High 
School becoming the first school building in 
Wales to achieve a BREEAM Excellent 
reading, for which they should be 
commended.

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| News from the Barry Men’s Forum | 

Speaker tells story of the 
Johnstown floods disaster 


Penarth Computer Club 

- WRITING AND 
DELETING FILES 


THE speaker at the 
last meeting of 
Barry Men’s 

Forum, Alun 
Underhill, gained 
an interest and 
knowledge of the 
great Johnstown 
floods of 1889 
almost by accident. 

Some years ago on a 
visit to Pennsylvania he 
decided that a view of 
the great Horseshoe 
Curve on the railway 
would be worth seeing. 

This was such a land¬ 
mark and vital transport 
link that Hitler had dis¬ 
patched commandos 
during WW2 to destroy 
it. Their enterprise was a 
debacle and it stands 
today. 

Alun Underhill found 
that in the USA, freight 
is given a priority not 
afforded to passengers 
and after going around 
the famous curve on an 
Amtrak train, he was 
stranded for many hours 
in the nearby industrial 
town of Johnstown with 
a great deal of time to 
spend in the museum 
there before a return pas¬ 
senger train was due. 

What Alun discov¬ 
ered was hugely inter¬ 
esting and formed the 
basis for his talk to the 
forum. 

The town was a typi¬ 


cal mid-century North 
American creation with 
huge mining interests of 
coal, copper and iron. 

Built in something of 
a beauty spot in a steep 
valley, civilisation as it 
sprang up was necessari¬ 
ly confined to a flood 
plain. 

Before the advent of 
railways, canals were 
needed to move industri¬ 
al products away and 
these tended to run dry 
in the summer, necessi¬ 
tating the creation of a 
top-up lake some miles 
away to keep them sup¬ 
plied. 

After the creation of 
the railways local 
monied people, such as 
Andrew Carnegie, 
formed an association to 
build cottages around 
the lake and raise its 
level by adding one hun¬ 
dred feet to its original 
dam’s height. 

The whole area was 
beautiful, but little 
seems to have been done 
after the raising of the 
dam’s level to strength¬ 
en the original structure, 
which was basically 
made of mud. 

The lake, which car¬ 
ried a considerable 
weight of water was one 
and a quarter miles 
wide. Townspeople 
reported more and more 
leaks, but an ‘expert’ 


called in declared the 
whole structure to be 
sound. 

There was a lack of 
skilled workers avail¬ 
able during the mid-cen¬ 
tury expansion of 
Johnstown and many 
with skills from the UK 
were recruited and 
moved there, especially 
from Wales. 

Mr Underhill pointed 
out that to this day, 
Welsh speakers in the 
area require two news¬ 
papers to be printed in 
the Welsh language. 

In May 1889, a large 
number of citizens from 
Johnstown were gath¬ 
ered to observe 
Memorial Day when a 
massive storm hit the 
area. 

On this day, May 21, 
a horseman who obvi¬ 
ously knew what others 
did not, galloped 
through the town shout¬ 
ing to those assembled 
to flee for their lives. 

Many thought the 
rider was drunk when, 
with a noise like a clap 
of thunder, the dam 
burst. 25 million tons of 
water were released into 
the town valley, forming 
a wave 60 feet high and 
moving at about 50 
miles per hour. 

The wave was 
immense enough to hit 
Pittsburgh some 60 


miles away and in the 
Johnstown area it is 
thought that at least 
2,000 perished on that 
day, many of them of 
Welsh extraction. 

Some estimated the 
figure to have been far 
higher and bodies were 
still being found months 
after the event. 

The enquiry follow¬ 
ing the disaster found 
that many warnings of 
possible trouble had 
been ignored. 

Although it was con¬ 
cluded that the original 
lake and dam had only 
been built to maintain 
the canals at a much 
lower level and not as a 
much deeper leisure 
lake,, no legal action 
was taken. 

Indeed, the original 
dam had been built with 
sluice gates which had 
been designed to let 


water escape safely if 
the need arose. Since the 
lake owners thought this 
might allow precious 
fish to escape they were 
allowed to rust over and 
became useless. 

There have been sev¬ 
eral floods in the area 
since the horrendous one 
described by our speak¬ 
er, and improvements 
have been made by the 
United States Congress 
as recently as 1991. 

Our speaker this week 
is Alan Thorn who will 
speak on the 
‘Assassination of JFK’.

WHEN you create 
a new file on your 
computer and want 
to save it you press 
File, and then 
Save. A dialogue 
box appears and 
you give it a file¬ 
name. 

You decide where it 
is stored by nominating 
or creating a folder. 
Then you press Enter. 
The file is saved to the 
disc and the computer 
knows where to find it. 

How does it all hap¬ 
pen? Your hard disk is 
formatted so that the 
computer has a map of 
the drive. The circular 
disk platters, of which 
there are a stack of sev¬ 
eral, are divided (elec¬ 
tronically only of 
course) into sectors 
(segments) and circular 
tracks. Two or more 
sectors of a single track 


constitute a Cluster. 

Files are written elec¬ 
tronically using laser 
read/write heads that 
traverse the disk surface 
without actually touch¬ 
ing it, taking as many 
clusters as necessary to 
contain the file. Space 
on a partly used cluster 
is unavailable for use by 
another file. A tiny file 
will therefore use a 
whole cluster regard¬ 
less. 

Each cluster has an 
address reference that is 
stored in an index file 
on the disk. The file is 
known as the File 
Allocation Table (FAT) 
and records the folder 
structure you have cre¬ 
ated and remembers in 
which cluster(s) each 
file is stored so that it 
can be found. (This FAT 
is also copied to another 
part of the disk just in 
case the original 
becomes corrupted). 

The FAT is updated 
every time a file is 
changed. If you amend 
the file, the original is 
overwritten when you 
save it. If your file is 
now larger and needs 
more space, the FAT is 
adjusted to take note of 
the additional space. By 
reference to its FAT file, 
the computer knows 
which clusters are avail¬ 
able for writing to and 
which are not. 

If you drag and drop 


a file from one folder to 
another on the same 
disk, the computer sim¬ 
ply updates the FAT file 
to record the change. 

It doesn’t actually 
move the target file at 
all, but the filename 
now appears in the new 
folder (note that if you 
drag and drop to a dif¬ 
ferent disk, the file is 
not moved, but copied 
to the new disk and 
added into the new 
disk’s FAT). 

When you delete a 
file it is sent to the 
Recycle Bin. Again, 
only the FAT is adjusted 
and the file stays put. If 
you decide to restore the 
file, then the computer 
simply reverses the 
change to the FAT. 

If you delete the file 
from the recycling bin, 
the FAT is simply 
adjusted to indicate that 
the space occupied by 
the file is now available 
to be written on. The 
file is still there and can 
be retrieved with spe¬ 
cialised software until 
such time as the clusters 
are over-written.

HAT do Wales 
(and England) 
need to do to 
win on Saturday? 

The GEM’s reporters 
offer their five top tips. 

The week off in the Six 
Nations schedule gave GEM 
scribe Don John a chance to 
recharge his batteries so, to 
ensure his sharpness for the 
final three games, he has been 
sent for a week's intensive train¬ 
ing in Poland. 

At this very moment, he is 
locked in a cryotherapy cham¬ 
ber, ensuring that his critical 
faculties are in peak condition 
for the crucial run in. 

This gives GEM reporters 
Philip Irwin (born in Cardiff, 
schooled at Bridgend Boys 
Grammar) and Tim Chapman 
(born in London, schooled at St 
Mary de Crypt Grammar 
School, Gloucester) a chance to 
speculate on ‘the big one’ - 
Wales v England. 

We asked Philip for five 
things that Wales must do to 


ensure a victory at 
Twickenham, while Tim has put 
his mind to finding five things 
that England need to do to 
break Welsh hearts. 

Their opinions were written 
on Monday, and therefore run 
the risk of being made irrele¬ 
vant by any changes in person¬ 
nel made by Messrs Gotland 
and Lancaster. 

Philip Irwin. 

Wales need to: 

1/ Derail Charlie Hodgson’s 
comeback. 

It pains me to say this, 
because I always had a soft spot 
for Charlie. There was a time 
when England had a choice of a 
pragmatic game plan under 
Jonny Wilkinson, and a more 
varied option with Charlie at the 
helm. 

In the end, Jonny’s ability to 
crash tackle rampant second row 
forwards tipped the balance, and 
Charlie was sent back to Sale to 
rebuild his career. 

There is, I think, something 
pretty inspiring about his ability 
to do so, first at Sale and now 
with Saracens, but it is time to 


put sentiment aside and launch 
several of Wales’ big backs in his 
direction.

As long as no one throws a 
risky pass, you can keep posses¬ 
sion for maybe 20 phases with¬ 
out ever gaining any actual 
yardage.

Apart from a spell when 
George North was injured, I 
doubt if Scotland made any 
yardage at all when they had the 
ball. 

To be fair, in the two matches 
so far, Wales have not been rat¬ 
tled and have bided their time. 
It’s just that we sometime get 
over-anxious at HQ! 

3/ Keep mnning straight 

What has been really impres¬ 
sive this year has been the way 


the two centres, Jamie Roberts 
and Jonathan Davies, have 
straightened the line whenever 
things were getting cramped. 
The days when the play drifted 
out towards the touchline seem 
to be behind us. 

4/ Don’t believe the hype. 

We are so used to England 
taking the field with a big physi¬ 
cal pack that it is easy to believe 
that this year’s ‘red rose eight’ 
are a soft touch that would be 
overpowered by Cowbridge 
under-14s. 

Hopefully, Shaun Edwards 
and Sam Warburton will hammer 
away during the week to stop 
any complacency building up. 

5/ Back to Charlie Hodgson 
again. Perhaps our backs could 
spend some time sending their 
clearing kicks to touch with a 
slightly higher trajectory? 

PS I'm going to look foolish if 
Stuart Lancaster picks Toby 
Flood!

1/ Stop George. 

George North is fast becom¬ 
ing the pre-eminent mgby star in
